Public Health work is evolving rapidly and we are doing our best to 
meet the high standards set for us by the State Department of Public 
Health. At various times during the year we have availed ourselves of 
their Consultation Service. 

During the past year we purchased special Immunizing equipment for 
use in Diphtheria clinics, and special clinic treatments were given to 
pre-school children during the month of December. 

A number of hilum tuberculosis and suspect cases in children have 
received special treatment at Preventoriums and Health Camps, and 
through our Child Health clinic much follow-up work is done. 

The amount of contagious disease we cannot forecast, but the con- 
tinuance of this preventive program will most certainly reduce the number 
of contagious disease epidemics, and also the child mortality in this 
community.

Two girls have been referred to us for Preventorium treatment from 
the re-examination clinic held each year as part of the State’s Ten- 
Year program. 

X-ray and other preventive treatment was given to a number of 
tuberculosis suspect cases through the co-operation of the Board of 
Trustees, ‘Leonard Morse Hospital, and also through the help of the 
Board of Public Welfare. 

Two children received the benefit of treatment at the Summer Health 
Camp, Bolton, through a special fund raised by Mrs. Clarence Howe, 
Chairman of the Public Health Committee, Natick Woman’s Club. 

Consultation service is given us by the State Department of Health 
through clinics held monthly at Framingham. Arrested and quiescent 
cases on our list have availed themselves of this service and have received 
periodic examinations after discharge from Sanatoria. During this 
past year I have also used this Consultation Clinic for six hilum and 
suspect cases.

Our hospital sends a pupil nurse 
each week to help me with the clinic work and her assistance has been 
of great value.

During the past year I have installed auxiliary fire alarm boxes in 
the East Natick School and the Maria Hayes Home for the Aged. New 
batteries have been installed on all circuits and a motor generator installed 
for charging same, also new motor for pumping air to the whistle. These 
changes were necessary by reason of losing the power from the Boston 
& Newton St. Ry. Co. 


The line has been rebuilt on Elliott Street, South Natick, as requested 
by the Postal Telegraph Company and on circuit number one, changes 
have been made to care for additional boxes installed on this circuit. 


Wire on South Main Street was removed by reason of widening of 
street and the line rebuilt through Plain Street and Whalens Lane.

IN GENERAL 


The entire number of arrests for offences committed in Natick for 
the year 1929 was 248, of these 268 were males and 13 females; 160 
were residents and 121 were non-residents; 281 were adults and 33 were 
minors. One hundred thirty-five others were arrested or summoned 
for out-of-town police. 


Intoxicating Liquor: 

During 1929 there were fewer arrests for drunkenness than in the 
last two years. 

Sixteen complaints were issued in our local court for liquor violations. 
Fines of $950.00 were imposed and paid into the town for violating the 
liquor law. 

Eighteen complaints were issued for operating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of intoxicating liquor. 
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Licenses to carry firearms: 


This year I have issued to responsible parties 66 permits to carry 
firearms. 


Remarks: 


Unfortunately two men and two women were killed in motor vehicle 
accidents this year as against none during the previous year. Three of 
the operators involved were fined and sentenced to the House of Correc- 
tion, and the fourth was found not guilty. 


Traffic: 


In response to complaints concerning the scarcity of parking space 
for motor vehicles on the main thoroughfares, | make the suggestion 
that merchants and store employes refrain from leaving their cars 
outside their places of business all day. Additional space in the business 
section might otherwise be available to shoppers, is occupied by auto- 
mobiles owned by persons who take trains for Boston. The removal 
of these cars would furnish parking space for the vehicles belonging to 
local or out-of-town customers and thus promote business and trade. 
I therefore make the recommendation, subject to the approval of the 
Natick merchants, that a time for parking be adopted by the 
selectmen.

Gentlemen: 


Several more trees were removed the past year that were killed by 
gas leaks including more of our fine trees on West Central Street. To- 
gether with trees dying from other causes and trees having to be removed 
on account of new developments we have lost twenty-five of our large 
trees. Fifteen new trees were purchased and planted, but owing to the 
extreme drouth we lost some of them. 


At this rate we are going backward in the way of shade trees, 
which are essential to the attractiveness of the town, which means an 
asset, but we can’t do more with the available funds which are little 
more than they were nearly twenty years ago, with wages one-half and 
other expenses less than one-half what they are to-day. 


Too bad to lose the fine old elms that were removed at the new 
theatre building and the ones along the common which were really a 
heritage from our forefathers, but when the work is finished, the benefit — 
will undoubtedly be apparent. Beside tree removal and planting we 
removed much dead wood and trimmed as far as funds would permit 
of low limbs obscuring electric lights. There is a movement on in Mas- 
sachusetts this year for more shade tree planting, sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Forestry Association. I earnestly recommend that Natick 
do something along this line as I feel certain many towns will.

DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


There is a slight decrease of the Gypsy Moth this year in most sections 
of the town but still a good many egg clusters are to be found scattered 
generally throughout the town. We compare very favorably with the 
cleanest of the towns but of course means continued careful search for 
egg clusters and spraying. Grouped together of various sections of the 
state the authorities report ninety-two thousand acres defoliated the 
past year in Massachusetts. New Hampshire was very bad and Maine 
was the worst it ever has been with the result that the United States 
Government appropriated an extra $50,000 the past year to help the state 
combat the insect. The city of Marlboro had bad infestations and we 
were appealed to to help them out with some spraying and with the 
approval of the Selectmen we responded with the Truck Sprayer for a 
few days. Many of the trees along the roadside back of French Hill 
were defoliated before we got there to spray them. We still seem to be 
clear of Brown Tail Moths though they are numerous in some sections 
of the state yet, especially near the New Hampshire line.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee : 


The report of the schools for the year 1929 is hereby submitted for your 
consideration. 


ScHoo.t Costs 


The purpose for which our great public school system was elaborated 
and has long been maintained is the proper training of our boys and girls 
in the essentials of education. From generation to generation there have 
evolved different concepts of what the essentials of education include. 
What seemed adequate to our grandfathers may not meet the needs of 
our children at all. This is a changing world, and we must either move 
with it or have ourselves and our posterity left far behind in the race of 
life. 


It costs more to run the schools of a town like Natick now than it 
did ten or twenty or thirty years ago. If it did not, there would either 
be something radically wrong with the schools or almost everyone con- 
nected with them would be working for charity. Living costs, the country 
over, cannot increase and leave the cost of education at its old level. The 
value of the American dollar has certainly depreciated. It therefore takes 
more money to hire teachers, buy fuel, maps, books, and everything else 
needed in an up-to-date school system. Building supplies have to be 
bought at the market price, even though the purchaser is the town. 


Moreover, there are more children in school now than ever before, and 
more subjects taught. Your school committee has some discretion as to 
the latter, but a large number of subjects is prescribed by state-wide law. 
These include, besides “the three R’s,” spelling, English, language and 
grammar, geography, drawing, the history and constitution of the United 
States, the duties of citizenship, physiology and hygiene, good behavior, 
indoor and outdoor games and athletic exercises and instruction as to 
tuberculosis and its prevention.

INDIVIDUAL DIFFERENCES 


Civilization is becoming so complex that the citizen of tomorrow needs 
every possible assistance in preparation for its problems. The problems 
of each one will be different. More and more during the past two decades 
progressive educators have come to realize that no two human beings are 
exactly alike. Their mental, physical, moral and social tendencies may on 
the surface appear almost identical, but very important differences will 
nevertheless be found in all of these on careful investigation. One child 
can do his arithmetic only with tremendous difficulty, but has a natural 
knack for manual training; another can do all his academic subjects well 
except English. The study of these individual differences is now con- 
sidered highly important, and, if we are to keep abreast of the times, 
it must be taken into account in planning school work. 


We must provide a substantial foundation for those who are soon 
to be enrolled at institutions of higher learning outside our town. Yet we 
must not turn away the many whose whole formal education will be 
completed when they leave our High School. Some of them are not 
“book-minded,” but are nevertheless worthy of our assistance. We should 
do more for them. If they are obviously unfit for academic subjects, we 
should be able to put them into the grooves for which they are fitted. 
Otherwise they will simply leave school and, perhaps, waste many years, 
if not their whole lives in a series of “blind alley” jobs. 


For such students, the extension of the Commercial Department at the 
High School offers relief. Its equipment has been modernized and its 
efficiency highly increased. Its purpose is to co-ordinate more closely the 
training program with initial employment opportunities. 


We are also able to send a few boys to the Vocational Schools at Newton 
and Waltham, which provide an education fitting their needs and desires. 
Some day it will devolve upon the towns of this vicinity to co-operate 
in the erection and maintenance of a similar institution which any local 
boy may attend. 


Another subject with practical possibilities is our Art Department, 
which is being gradually extended by Miss Ratsey to include more in- 
struction in commercial art and drawing. A student adapted to this 
particular subject will receive training in sketching, poster work and 
show-card writing.

Music 


_ This department was extended in September to include instruction in 
instrumental music. Mr. Joseph Burke was procured to handle this work, 
on a three days per week basis. He is giving lessons to all grade school 
pupils who have applied, as a foundation for elementary school orchestras 


and band work. 


PHYSICAL EpUCATION 


Regular class work in physical training is arranged for practically all 
pupils in the system. Examinations are made by the school physicians, 
followed by the eye and ear test. Corrective exercises for poor posture 
is an important feature of this training. 


AMERICANIZATION 


Classes are held every Tuesday and Thursday evening at the Junior 
High School under the direction of Miss Gregg. Two mother’s classes 
of non-English speaking people conducted in the homes of the members 
afford opportunities for those who cannot attend school. Assistance is 
also given to prospective citizens relative to their citizenship papers. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The Newson Reading System has been extended to three more first 
grade rooms and is meeting with success. Both the Newson and Path- 
way are being carried up through the second and third grades in the 
Lincoln and Felchville buildings. 


The geography-history curriculum is being worked out on more of a 
problem-project basis by a committee of twelve teachers from grades 


four, five and six and the supervisor. 


Spelling books are being analyzed by a committee of teachers, and the 
introduction of a new speller will fill our most urgent need at present. 
Miss Cronan is supervising all the sewing in grades five and six and 
we are attempting a finer kind of sewing, thread work rather than yarn 


as used for the past two years. 


The Helping Class was organized in February and was carried on 
through the remainder of the school year. One hundred and eight were 
enrolled from grades four, five and six, and from this group ninety-three 
were promoted. 

The Special Class is making good progress under the direction of Miss 
Sherry. This class is overcrowded which tends to cut down the amount 
of individual attention given by the teacher. Another special class should 


be organized in September. 


The organized recess under student leadership and teacher supervision 
has been built up faithfully by Miss Currier and is most successful. 


On November first the State held a follow-up clinic for children found 
to have difficulties last year. Sixty-six out of sixty-eight parents re- 
sponded to the invitation to bring their children back. They received the 
Von Pirquet test and were X-rayed the second time. 
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RULE ON ADMISSION TO GRADE ONE 


Any child who is five years, eight months of age on or before Septem- 
ber first may be admitted to the first grade any time prior to October first 
by the superintendent. Any child less than five years, eight months of age 
and over five years, September first, whose mental age as determined by 
standard tests is five years, eight months or more and whose physical con- 
dition is satisfactory may be admitted to the first grade. 


CO-OPERATION WITH PARENTS 


Frequently parents call at the department offices, and a co-operation 
results which is extremely beneficial to the son or daughter relative to a 
future course. Questions frequently arise which can be easily solved by a 
call on a principal or other advisor. The superintendent will be glad to lend 
assistance to any parent who desires information in regard to the adminis- 
tration of or the instruction in any of our public schools. 


THE SURVEY OF HOUSING CONDITIONS 


A Survey Committee to study the housing conditions was appointed at 
the last town meeting. It is hoped that the town will give serious consi- 
deration to this report and that some definite action will be taken. Much 
money is expended each year for transportation, whereas, if adequate 
housing conditions were provided in the outlying districts, the pupils 
could be taken care of within reasonable walking distance from their 
homes. A mother’s mind cannot be entirely at rest during the day, with 
the knowledge that her first or second grader is several miles from home. 
At the present time forty children are being transported from the Loker- 
ville district to the overcrowded West Natick School. 

I trust that the citizens of Natick will look upon the school appropria- 
tion, not as a tax, but as an investment. To cope successfully with the 
manifold problems of the coming years, our children must be equipped 
with the particular knowledge suitable to them as individuals—in other 
words, they must be trained in the essentials of education. For this pur- 
pose, and for this purpose only, is the increased cost of education justified.

MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE 


The following is a report of the work carried on in the town of Natick 
under the auspices of the Middlesex County Extension Service in co- 
operation with the School Department. 


In the boys’ and girls’ 4-H club work two hundred sixty-eight have 
been enrolled in the clothing, food, handicraft, poultry, garden, canning 
and pig clubs. This enrollment puts Natick among the group of towns 
taking the most active interest in club work in Middlesex County. 


Miss Harriet Sheehan, Miss Theresa Cashin, Miss Isabel Decker, Miss 
Vivian Arnold, Miss Grace Davis, Miss Mary Hoey, Miss Frona Tupper, 
Miss Anna Finn, Mr. Earl Douglas, Mr. Peter Valle and Miss Marie 
Boland served as local leaders. 
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One of the twelve medals awarded in Middlesex County for good 
garden work was presented by the Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
to Evo Valle. 


The Natick groups assisted in preparations for the sectional 4-H rally, 
held there in April. More than three hundred people attended this rally 
at the Coolidge Junior High School. At this rally, special ribbons were 
awarded as follows: 


Best stunt—Merry Little Food Club, South Natick, for health play 
“In the Palace Garden.” 


Best identification—Same Group. 
Best set up exhibit—Busy Bees, C. J. H. S. Food Club. 
Best percentage attendance—Excelsior Clothing Club, West Natick. 


At the club members’ exhibit at the Grange Fair, sweepstake ribbon for 
canning went to Evelyn Smith; for garden, to John Arminio. 


Miss Isabel Decker, for two years leader of the West Natick Excelsior 
Club, was one of the three leaders to represent Middlesex County at 
Camp Gilbert, Amherst. 


Mildred Ware won second in the county-wide room improvement con- 
test. 


Virginia Gately, Helen McCormack, Margaret Sims, Margaret Whit- 
man, Tony Pierro, Evelyn Smith and Barbara Wade were awarded the 
Two-Day Trip to the Massachusetts Agricultural College for outstand- 
ing club work. 


For those boys and girls who became interested in the purchase of 
fruit trees, circular letters were sent giving them information on how best 
to care for and develop the trees. 


In the home economics work conducted for adults, three groups of 
homemakers are organized—one in West Natick, one in South Natick 
and one in Natick Center. These groups all conducted the project on 
Living Room Improvement and reported 264 changes made in their 
homes as a result of this program. 


The group in Natick Center carries the extension program as a part 
of their Oak Grove Parent Teachers’ Association program. The group 
is under the very capable leadership of Mrs. F. C. Bennett and Mrs. 


Joshua Loring.

During the fall work in vegetable preparation was started and three 
groups took up this work. 


In agriculture, most of the work took the form of making personal 
farm visits in answer to requests for individual assistance. In addition, 
county-wide meetings were held in dairying, fruit growing and poultry, 
which were of interest to many local people. Many people from Natick 
attended the county-wide picnic which was held at Wayside Inn, Sudbury.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
TOWN FORESTS 


Your Committee have investigated the advisibility of a Town Forest 
and we feel that the Town should have one and a start in a small way 
at least should be started.as soon as possible and while the town will 
not receive any revenue from same for a number of years we feel we 
should do something for the future generations as our fore-fathers have 
done much for us in the way of the beautiful shade trees we now have. 


Owing to the fact that land values are high we do not feel that 
the town should buy valuable taxable property so we have consulted two 
of the Welfare Board and the Superintendent of the Town Farm to find 
out if they were willing that a section of ten acres be utilized for the 
purpose, between So. Main St. and the Memorial (Town) Park which 
at the present time is worthless as far as revenue to the farm. They 
say they are agreeable. It is very rough, rocky, scrub land but will grow 
timber. It connects with the Park and will be used for recreational 
purposes as well as a forest. If the proposed athletic field is developed’ 
a road could be put through the forest from So. Main St. and what 
would be more attractive in the years to come than an entrance through 
these trees. Ten acres is rather a small tract but it will give us a start 
in the right direction and in the future some other additional tract 
of land may be available, either of Town Land or some public spirited 
citizen may make a gift to the town and which should bear their name 
as a memorial. 

Eighty-two towns have established forests and four more have voted 
to establish same. There are now 19,504 acres under the Town Forest 
Act in Massachusetts, an average of nearly 238 acres per town and 
2,660,000 trees have been planted. The committee wishes to express its 
appreciation to all who have assisted. We regret that we do not have 
the signature to this report of the fifth member of the committee, “Mr. 
Daniel Sargent.” Owing to a nine months’ absence in Europe makes 
it impossible. At a meeting held in October just previous to his depart- 
ure he was very enthusiastic and we know he would like to sign his 
name to this report.

To the Board of Selecimen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the ninth annual report of the Board of Public 
Works. 


Practically all of the permanent or macadam roads are in good condi- 
tion. The oiled gravel roads on the other hand are badly worn in some 
cases due to periods of low temperature alternating with three or four 
days of unseasonally warm days. The wear and tear on these warm 
days as the frost comes from the ground is serious. 


NORTH MAIN Street from Fisher to Worcester Street has been 
constructed, as was 2000 feet on Union Street and 750 feet on Eliot 
Street, the latter due to the removal of the old street railway tracks. 
All of this construction was macadam. 


Under the Betterment Act Border and Lincoln Roads is East Natick 
and Purrington Avenue off Speen Street were constructed, but con- 
siderable cement work, retaining walls, etc., remains to be done on 
Border Road. 


Speen Street, a State and County job was consructed of gravel, a 
distance of 4200 feet, beginning at the Framingham line and running 
southerly. 


In Hartford Street 2400 feet of drain and 16 catch basins were con- 
structed. This street should be laid out in the near future. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


The Pumping Station is in first class condition and the pumping 
capacity is satisfactory. 3000 feet of 12 inch main was laid in North 
Main Street and connected to the Wayland system at the Cochituate 
line. This main replaced a 6 and 8 inch cement line. 


This new main not only insures what is considered to be an ample 
water supply for North Natick, but affords a way of supplying Pine, 
Oak and adjacent Streets in the future. On Eliot Street a 10 inch cast 
iron main was laid replacing an 8 inch cement lined main and connect- 
ing at the Wellesley line with a 10 inch main. This connection allows 
either town to supply the other in an emergency with water. On Border 
and Lincoln Roads 1300 feet of 6 inch main was laid before the street 
was constructed, replacing a two inch pipe and affording better hydrant 
protection. On Washington Avenue 1600 feet of 8 inch cast iron main was 
laid replacing 4 and 6 inch cement pipe. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


On Bacon Street and Park Avenue 1700 feet of sewer was constructed 
connecting with North Main Street. 


Late in December 1929 the steam turbine operating the centrifugal 
sewer pump at the sewer pumping station burst. This turbine had been 
in use almost twenty-five years and the damage was serious. Two 
possible causes have been suggested for the accident; one, wear allowing 
the revolving shaft to sag down and the turbine blades to strike the 
casing, the other possibly water backing up from the condenser. The 
cost of restoring the pump to service will probably be at least 2500 
dollars, and the time six or eight weeks. For details see report of

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GENERAL 


During the first three months of 1929 with constant freezing weather 
followed by mild weather and warm rains drawing the frost from the 
ground kept the streets in bad shape. April and May were cold and 
wet which necessitated constant patching, graveling and dragging. The 
department spent considerable maintenance money before the streets 
could be treated with bituminous materials. As there is approximately 
70,000 feet of storm drain and 700 catch basins in the Town it was im- 
possible to properly flush and clean them before the ground became 
frozen owing to the unfavorable weather conditions stated above.

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CONSTRUCTION 


North Main Street from Fisher Street to Worcester Street was con- 
structed of six inch broken stone penetrated with asphalt. It was 2,300 
feet in length and built from gutter to gutter. 


Union Street from E. Burke’s to Woodland Street, a distance of 
2,000 feet, was constructed the same as North Main Street. 


Speen Street, a State and County aid construction road, was built of 
gravel and treated with tar. The work was started at the Framingham 
line and built 4,200 feet southerly and 24 feet in width. 


Purrington Ave. off Speen Street was built under the Betterment Act. 


Lincoln Road and Border Road in East Natick were also built under 
the Betterment Act. Lincoln Road was apparently finished the past year, 
but there is some work to do on Border Road which will be finished as 
soon as the weather permits. .

500 feet of drain and three basins were built in Pegan Brook from 
School to Morse Street. This is a drainage system that was started in 
1926 at the end of High Street with a three foot concrete pipe and taking: 
it out of private property as far as the Coolidge property. The grade of 
this new drain was lowered thirty inches so as to drain that section be- 
tween East Central Street and Pegan Brook. The drainage that lies 
between these two points has but little covering and is of no use. The 
drain should be carried up Morse Street this coming year so as to care 
for some of the side streets. 


130 feet of drain pipe and one basin was laid in Morse Street. 
282 feet of drain pipe and two basins were built in Shattuck Street. 
140 feet of drain pipe and three basins were laid in Border Road. 


300 feet of drain pipe and two basins were laid thru the property of 
John Douglas and across Speen Street. 


85 feet of drain pipe and two basins were laid in Court Street. 
During the year 1929 10,297 feet of drain were laid varying in size 
from 10 inch to 36 inch and 84 new basins built. 


Spring Street bridge and the sidewalk planks on Washington Street 
bridge were replaced during 1929. 

1,100 feet of new fences and cement retaining walls were built and 
several hundred feet of old fences were repaired the past year.

REPORT OF TOWN COUNSELLOR 


February 19, 1930. 
Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen :— 


I beg to submit report of the office of Town Counsel since April 
1, 1929: Actions brought against employees of the Town of Natick in 
which the Inhabitants have been named as Trustee, seventeen answers 
have been filed for and in behalf of our Town Treasurer. 


Three suits were brought by the Inhabitants of the Town of Natick 
during the past year, one against the City of Northampton and the 
other against the Town of Easton for aid extended to residents of 
Natick, but who had settlements in that City and Town. These cases 
are still pending in the Superior Court for Middlesex County. 


Early in April of last year the Distributor of State Aid asked my 
co-operation in recovering back.money that had been given as aid to 
persons who had financial means to maintain themselves. In one case 
the town recovered the sum of $750.00. 


There are two cases now under investigation by the Board of Public 
Welfare which may result in suit being brought and money collected 
from those who have been aided by our Public Welfare Department. 


There are now pending in Cambridge, two suits against the Town 
of Natick for alleged land damages; two actions for injuries sustained 
for alleged defects in sidewalks; one case pending in the Natick District 
Court for alleged services rendered to the Town,—one case pending in 
Middlesex Superior Court against the Town for damages sustained by 
reason of change in sidewalk grade on Harvard Street Extension. 


During the year your Board recommended settlement of two land 
damage cases which were pending in the Superior Court for Middlesex 
County, and said settlements having been approved by your Board, both 
claims were paid. 

The Board of Selectmen has recommended the settlement of two 
cases—one pending in the Superior Court for Middlesex County, and 
the other a claim which is not in suit. The first case is that of Frank 
B. Hopewell of Newton, Mass, whose horse moving vehicle was 
damaged on West Pond Street, Natick, and who is making claim for 
damages to his truck. There were eight horses aboard this truck at 
the time of its impact with the tree. Your Board recommended settle- 
ment of this case by paying to Mr. Hopewell the amount of his repair 
bill. 


: : 
The Board also recommends payment of the claim of William Q. 
Sussemberger of 2 La Grange Street, Natick. On Tuesday evening 
October 23, 1928, employees of the Sewer Department of the Dept. of 
Public Works broke a drain leading from Mr. Sussemberger’s property 
which resulted in flooding his cellar and adjacent property and doing 
considerable damage. He was obliged to have the cellar pumped out, 
and sustained damage to his heater and other portions of his property 
to the amount of $135.00. This claim came before the Board of Select- 
men and all three decided that it held considerable merit.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


Your trustees are pleased to report that the building and furnishing 
of the new library were completed without calling upon the Town to 
increase its original appropriations, and the library was reopened to the 
public in February as promised. The people of Natick now have a 
building that will be adequate for a town library for many years and a 
collection of books that is unrivalled for interest and usefulness by that 
of any town in the state. People from other towns come here to con- 
sult it. 


The trustees propose to use a portion of the funds donated by the 
Walnut Hill School further to improve the building, by restoring some 
features of the original plan that had to be omitted from the contract, 
and to decorate the grounds. 


That the townspeople appreciate the superior facilities offered by 
the new building is shown by their increased patronage. The number 
of books taken from the Main library in 1929 was 25% greater than in 
the previous year, while the home circulation of the Young People’s 
library showed a gain of 20%. The use of the reading and study rooms 
has increased in a larger ratio and, for the first time in ten years, we 
have had space on the reading tables for the current periodicals. Room 
is now available also for the exhibitions of pictures loaned from time 
to time by the Massachusetts Library Art Club, and it is planned to 
resume this feature, long ago given up on account of cramped quarters. 

This report introduces those of the Librarian and Treasurer, fol- 
lowing, to which we call attention as forming part hereof.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The report for 1929 is more satisfactory than that of 1928 with its 
many necessary omissions, for; after having been closed to the public 
for four months, February witnessed the opening of what is practically 
a new building. 


With partitions removed on the second floor of the original struc- 
ture, the Young People’s Library was transferred from its former 
crowded quarters to this light and airy location. 


A work room, a rest room, also used for cataloguing, and other con- 
veniences were added; and a separate staircase to Washington street 
has eliminated much disturbance caused by children and adults using 
the same entrance. 


The old stack room on the east side has been made into a small ex- 
hibition hall, but it is an indispensable adjunct to the Young People’s 
Library, for it is the first time since that department was opened that it 
has been possible to have the story hour without closing the room for 
general work during that period. 


Miss Loomer’s report of the year’s work follows: 
Report of the Young People’s Librarian. 


On Monday, February 18th, the library opened with a rush which 
continued until well toward the summer holidays. Our circulation shows 
a marked increase, easily justifying the changes and improvements made 
for us. 


The new room, with its larger floor space, better lighting and 
easier means of supervision, has aided our work so much. We all feel 
very proud of our new Children’s room, and we are able to hold up our 
heads with the best of them. 


When the “Story-Hour” began, we expected to have Miss Sylvester 
carry on this branch of work as usual. Her health, however, had not 
sufficiently improved, and Miss Doon came to our rescue. To make a 
more uniform group of children we formed two divisions. The children 
up to the fourth grade have a story Wednesday afternoon, given by the 
librarian or Miss Pineo; while the older group meets Friday afternoon 
under Miss Doon’s charge. 


The Three B’s club, a group of girls, spend part of an hour each 
week reading from a standard work, and the rest of the hour is used 
for making various things which we put on exhibition in the library. 


We have tried to promote better reading by having an honor roll in 
our room. A list of books is posted, and when a child has read a book 
from this list, his name is put on the honor roll with a star for each 
book read. 
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A great many interesting and instructive books were published this 
fall, which made for a good exhibition during Book Week. For the 
first time we had space enough to exhibit our books to advantage, and 
also to show the collection of pictures we have purchased this year. 
The pictures are for the use of teachers and parents if they wish to 
avail themselves of this opportunity. Members of the Woman’s club 
very kindly aided us this year as usual, by supervising the room during 
the exhibition. 


A set of books, of fifteen volumes, called the “Home University 
Bookshelf” has been added this year. It should prove a great help to 
the parents, who will be able to take the books home. 


Each month from 250 to 275 books are sent to the schools of Natick. 
Eight schools are represented and an average of 25 books to each room. 
In some cases we have books in only one room of the school, while in 
others we supply three and four rooms. 


Miss Sylvester expected to help us by doing part time work, but 
when ill health prevented her, we were left short handed in a very 
busy season. Mrs. Crandall kindly assisted us for two months, and in 
June we engaged Rose Angelo as a permanent part time assistant. The 
work has gone very smoothly with Miss Carr coming three evenings a 
week to make the second assistant for the winter season. 


We are very grateful for the following gifts: the “World’s Story’, 
a set of fifteen volumes, from Miss Blanche G: Harwood; an atlas from 
the Herbert Billings Rose fund, and three books on birds from the Con- 
servation committee of the Woman’s club. 


The small table and chairs which complete the furnishings for the 
little children’s corner are fully appreciated, I am sure, if one can judge 
by the constant use they get. 


The year as a whole has been successful, and I hope the future will 
be just as pleasant and prosperous.

Partitions were removed downstairs in the old building also, and 
now the main library occupies the whole of the first floor as well as the 
annex. The transformation from small dark rooms to one that is large, 
light, and well ventilated, has worked wonders in convenience and at- 
tractiveness. 


The appreciation of the public in not having to climb stairs as in 
the past, has resulted in new readers and an increased use and circula- 
tion of the books. 


Bulletin boards on each side of the entrance hall give ample space 
for notices and posters, and inside at the right are the reference books, 
with the work-room at the back separated by a glass partition; in the 
centre back, opposite the entrance, is the charging desk, and the entire 
length of the left side is given up to periodicals and newspapers. 
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A door from the work-room opens into the librarian’s room in the 
annex, and the glass partition between the charging desk and the annex 
has two doors, the one on the right for the attendants, and the one on 
the left for the public. ; 


One great advantage of the present arrangement is that complete 


supervision can be had of the whole room, as well as of the larger part- 


of the annex, from the desk. 


Beside the new furniture which was bought to take the place of 
that which was worn out, the library has had many gifts. 


Chief among these was the new charging desk, built to order, from 
the Natick Woman’s Club, and which has a place for everything per- 
taining to the work. The club also gave for the librarian’s desk a very 
handsome pair of book-ends in the form of steering wheels, made from 
the metal of the Frigate Constitution, and with a bas-relief of “Old 
Ironsides” on the front of each. 


In the main room a sixty-tray card catalogue case, a newspaper 
rack with files, and two very handsome costumers, one being used in the 
annex, were given. 


A walnut desk and oak book-truck, with two heavy mats ‘for the 
floor, were also donated for the librarian’s room. In the stack-room, 
in the opposite corner from the librarian’s room, is a much needed 
periodical closet where the back numbers of the current volumes may 
be kept for reference, and beyond that is the coat room for the assistants. 
With the additional shelving in the annex, or stack-room, it is 
now possible to have the books arranged systematically with open shelves, 
and the public have learned the classification much more readily than 
was expected, and require comparatively little help in their selections. 
Because of the open shelves there has been an unusual amount of 
fiction reading, which will probably abate when the newness wears off; 
but there is a steady growth in many classes of non-fiction. Two tables 
here with accompanying chairs give people the opportunity of a place 
to look over books and study at their leisure. 


Although we were closed the first seven weeks of the year, there 
has been a large increase in the circulation, the main library having given 
out 62,015 volumes, and the Young People’s library 29,069, a total of 
91,084, indicating what may be accomplished when we have a full year. 


One remarkable feature of the four months that we were closed was, 
that while between five and six thousand books were out to adult readers 
during that time, every one was returned in good condition. 


In the last two weeks of October, instruction in the Dewey Decimal 
Classification, the position of the books on the shelves and the use of 
the card catalogue and outstanding reference books, was given to all 
the scholars, 385 in all, of the Senior High School, at the request of 
Superintendent Hall. 


The classes were conducted by the librarian with the exception of 
the last, which was so large that Miss Wilson, the English teacher, and 
Miss Doon assisted. 


Having room to carry on work like this is a great benefit to the 
library, as well as to the pupils, for they will be more self-reliant, and 
not require so much help, and also it tends to greater unity between 
the library and the schools. 
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We have had many gifts for the circulating department and among 
them are two sets of books, seven volumes each, of Balzac and Hugo, 
presented by Miss Esther Bailey, which are most acceptable. 


Also Miss Blanche G. Harwood gave a set of the Harvard classics, 
edited by Charles W. Eliot, in fifty volumes with two supplementary 
volumes. There has always been a demand for this collection, but 
the library funds would not admit of its purchase, although now its use 
proves its worth. 


The Division of Public Libraries allowed us the privilege of two 
sets of books, one in the Arabic and the other in the Italian language, 
for six months each, and they were much used here as well as being 
taken out for home use. 


The reference room, being lighter and more spacious with an up- 
to-date collection of books, has attracted many and greater use is made 
of it every day. 


We have been very fortunate in having a copy of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, 24 vols., 14th edition; Source book, 10 vols., with a Semi- 
annual perpetual pictured loose-leaf extension, and also giving the priv- 
ilege of complete articles on any desired topic for which we may send; 
the latest edition of the 'Lincoln library of essential information; 3 vols., 
Lure of the frontier, American stage, and Annals of American sport, 
completing the Pageant of America in 15 vols., and last but not least, 
a most weighty work, the United States catalogue, giving all books in 
print to January Ist, 1928; all presented by Miss Harwood, and of 
great value to the library. 


_ The 1929 Annuals have been added as usual; Cambridge history of 
English literature, 14 vols.; Middlesex County and its people, 4 vols.; 
Massachusetts reports; State documents, and Boston Directory, 1929. 


Our basement cannot be overlooked, for we now have ample room 
for supplies, and reserve books and pamphlets, and a lift from here to - 
the second floor facilitates the distribution of books and supplies. In 
the spring we disposed of many collections that never had and never 
would be used, and among them was a set of the Patent Office Gazette 
with indices and annual reports, for which there had been no call for 
several years. At the suggestion of Mr. Edward H. Redstone, State 
librarian, we offered them to Mr. Charles C. Eaton, librarian of the 
Baker library, Graduate School of Business Administration at Harvard 
University. He was very glad to complete their set, and on his sending 
out a list of the volumes wanted, a large number were sent him, for 
which we received a grateful acknowledgment. 


In the summer the assistants arranged all the books here by their 
classification, which was no small task, considering the general mix-up © 
after moving and the grimy condition of the covers. 


The Board of Trade of Boston Book Merchants have sent us fifty 
copies each of the Cooperative Catalogue, issued in March, June, Sep- 
tember, and at Christmas, for distribution, and they have been much 
appreciated by the lovers of good books. 


An unusually large number of books have been received from the 
Boston Public Library through the Inter-Library Loan, to fill the many 
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requests we have had, and it has been a great accommodation to those 
who were doing special work. 


We have received many books, pamphlets, and periodicals during 
the year, for which the library is most grateful, not only for the gifts 
but also for the interest shown. 


Miss Lucy Ellen Wight, as for many years, has given us the Natick 
Bulletin, for binding; and the editors of the local papers have each sent 
a copy for the reading room, besides printing all items of interest per- 
taining to the library. 


Chief of Police Evans and his officers have been most helpful in 
looking up overdue books, and in curbing some unnecessarily buoyant 
spirits, and their assistance has been a great aid to quietness. 


In April, Mrs. Harriett P. Selfe of Wellesley was here a short time 
giving instruction in the expert repairing of books, which has resulted 
in better and more durable workmanship. 


During May and June we had Miss Ellen E. B. Kee, former assis- 
tant at the Brockton Public Library, for a temporary substitute, and 
in July and August Miss Elizabeth Miller, a graduate of Mount Holyoke, 
with experience in that library, filled out the season. July first Miss 
Marguerite B. Taylor, a graduate of Simmons, came as regular assistant. 


The leave of absence of Miss Carrie B. Felch, first assistant, was 
extended to January Ist, 1930. 


All members of the staff have been very efficient in their work, and 
I thank them, Mr. Brigham, and the Trustees, for their co-operation 
and assistance.

REPORT: OF THE: BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


—_— ——_ 


January 4th, 1930. 


The trustees take pleasure in submitting the report of the Leonard 
Morse Hospital for the year ending December 31, 1929. There is but 
little to report other than the results of the usual routine work, which 
will be found in the Superintendent’s report. The hospital has been open 
every day in the year and every hour of the day and night for the 
temporary alleviation of suffering. We are convinced that it is furnish- 
ing service as satisfactory as any hospital of its size in the State. 


To fill the vacancy caused by the death of a former trustee, the late 
Dr. William H. Sylvester, Mr. Arthur L. Potter was appointed to serve 
until the annual election in March last, and at that election Mr. Potter 
was elected for the full term of seven years. 

Further study has been given to the need of additional quarters tor 


patients, nurses, operating rooms, ete. This study convinces your board 
that what was estimated as being necessary when the report for 1928 was 
submitted is even more necessary today. The hospital requires not only 
additional beds, new operating rooms, additional sleeping quarters for 
nurses and maids, but larger dining rooms and larger and more efficiently 
arranged kitchens. 


Without using corridor space for beds, and without crowding two 
patients into rooms designed for one patient, we have 43 adult beds avail- 
able. This does not always allow of a person being admitted as a patient 
even if one or two beds may be vacant. For example, we may have one or 
two rooms unoccupied in the Maternity Pavilion but such rooms, for 
obvious reasons, may not be used for accident cases or pneumonia or 
other somewhat similar cases. It should, therefore, be understood that 
while our daily average of patients may be slightly in excess of 35, it does 
not follow that we might have accommodated additional patients, since 
suitable rooms may not have been available when admittance was desired. 
The hospital should be so arranged that, except under the most adverse 
conditions, it can admit any class of patient other than one afflicted with 
a contagious disease. 


It has long been recognized that the one operating room is entirely 
inadequate for our requirements. Not only should we have a suitably 
arranged and equipped room for sterile major operations, but an accident 
room, and a room for minor throat and nose operations are needed. 
These rooms with their adjuncts in the way of etherizing, scrub-up and 
work rooms, looking a little beyond the immediate future but without 
being extravagant with space, will require about one-half of one floor 
in what is felt to be a reasonably designed addition. 


Under present arrangements, we have available 14 to 16 beds on the 
second floor of the administration building. In order to care for our 
present force of nurses and the additional ones needed should the num- 
ber of patients’ beds be increased, it will be necessary to quarter white- 
cap nurses, and possibly some maids, in the space now devoted in this 
building for patients. The proposed addition must, therefore, provide for 
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these 14 to 16 beds now in the second story of this main building before 
there is any increase in the number of beds available. To provide these 
rooms an entire floor in the addition will be needed. The necessary main 
kitchen, diet kitchen, serving rooms and comfortable dining rooms for the 
nurses, maids and other employees will require the entire basement of any 
new structure. It would seem the part of wisdom to look ahead for at 
least ten years and, with this forward look, it appears to be imperative to 
erect a three-story structure. With such a height, it should be of first- 
class or fireproof construction. 


In this study of the hospital needs, we have had the able assistance 
of architects, Messrs. Stevens & Lee, of 45 Newbury Street, Boston. For 
fifteen years this firm has devoted its entire time to hospital construction. 
The members of the firm, therefore, brought to us a wide and varied 
experience in hospital construction. Further, Mr. Stevens is a resident 
of Wellesley, has been especially interested, and has given our problem 
his personal attention. 


In our report for 1928 we estimated that to finance this extension 
would require an expenditure of from $275,000. to $300,000. This figure 
we now believe to be a conservative one since the bare structure of the 
proposed addition, with the necessary changes required in the present 
administration building, will require an amount in excess of $250,000., 
and at least $35,000 to $50,000. will be needed to properly equip it. 


It has been the feeling of your board that, considering general busi- 
ness conditions, the latter part of 1929 was not a propitious one for 
making a drive to finance this addition. Further, with the construction 
of a Parochial School, to which a very large number of our citizens have 
promised donations, which must be met within the next year, it was not 
believed advisable to start at work on attempting to raise the necessary 
funds. During 1930, in the opinion of the board, steps should be taken 
to erect this necessary addition if the hospital is to keep pace with the 
town’s growing needs. 


The Leonard Morse Hospital has been particularly fortunate in that 
the invested funds and the income received from the Chickering fund 
have been sufficient to care for all expenses. It should be remembered 
that no hospital of the type of the Leonard Morse Hospital is or can be 
self-sustaining. The average cost per patient, including babies as well as 
adults, during 1928 was in excess of six dollars. When we remember that 
our ward service is becoming more and more popular and that this 
service, for a Natick resident, is only $10.50 per week, or $1.50 per day, 
it can be well understood what a service the hospital is rendering to the 
residents of the town. The hospital has, fortunately, been so situated 
that for many years it has not called upon the town, through its tax levy, 
or on the citizens individually, to contribute anything to its support No 
other hospital in Eastern Massachusetts, so far as we can learn, has been 
able to meet its expenses except by asking the citizens of the community 
for contributions. When the citizens of Natick are now called upon to 
contribute toward the erection of this new unit for the hospital, we trust 
that the response will be most generous.

In October the resignation of our President, Mr. John B. Leamy, 
was submitted. Mr. Leamy had been a member of the Board since 
1904 and has ever been faithful in his duties as a trustee. For twelve 
years he served as Treasurer, requiring a tremendous amount of time 
and energy which had to be given outside of regular business hours. 
For the past eight years he has been President of the trustees and has 
been most painstaking in his assistance of the many prouisais which are 
always before the hospital for adjustment. 


As Mr. Leamy’s resignaticn was on the advice of his physician, the 
trustees were forced to accept it. To fill the vacancy caused by this 
resignation, Mr. Daniel A. Lucey has been appointed a trustee until the 
annual meeting in March. Mr. Arthur L. Potter has been elected to 
the office of President. 


We wish to acknowledge our indebtedness to the members of the 
Staff, who are in every way endeavoring to comply with the standards 
maintained by the more advanced hospitals. The Superintendent, Miss 
Erpestad, has worked untiringly to bring and keep our institution on 
a high plane. We are pleased to announce that through her efforts, as- 
sisted by the Staff, the hospital received a clear certificate from the 
American College of Surgeons, the requirements of which are exacting. 


The Assistant Superintendent, Miss Nelson, the Dietetian, Miss 
Phillips, and Heads of Departments have given painstaking service dur- 
ing the past year and it is due in a considerable measure to their efforts 
that the hospital today holds the place we are satisfied it does hold in 
the community and in the surrounding towns. 


The Treasurer’s and Superintendent’s reports follow and should 
be considered a part of this report.

CASH RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS 


All items of Cash Receipts as shown by your records were checked 
into bank statements of the Natick Trust Company; and cash disburse- 
ments vouched with paid checks which were also examined as to en- 
dorsements. Cash book footings were verified throughout,—and after 
taking into account outstanding checks at December 31, 1929,—the balance 
of $2952, 69 shown to have been on hand at that date was reconciled 
with statement of your depository. 


Cash Receipts from Operating Income were summarized from the 
monthly reports from the hospital and found to be in agreement with 
your records. These monthly reports were also checked with cash 
receipts book at the hospital and found to be in agreement with the 
exception of minor differences in distribution. 


Income from Investments were checked into your Investment Rec- 
ord. Interest and dividends receivable on bonds and stocks owned dur- 
ing the year were found to have been properly accounted for. Interest 
on Savings Bank Deposits was verified by examination of pass books 
and by confirmation; and income received from the Boston Safe Deposit 
and Trust Co. on account of Samuel G. Chickering Fund was also con- 
firmed. | 


Sales of Securities during the year represented matured bond is- 
sues as shown in Exhibit “A”. 


A partial examination of invoices supporting cash disbursements 
indicated that payments were made only after proper approval had 
been noted. Monthly pay roll sheets were footed for the year and 
vouched with the paid checks which were also examined as to endorse- 
ments. 

Books and records kept at the hospital consisting of cash receipts, 
petty cash disbursements, charges to patients, patients’ accounts receiv- 
able ledger and general ledger were examined. Footings were tested and 
a listing of accounts owing from patients at December 31, 1929 as shown 
by the accounts receivable ledger showed the amount of $5117.81 to have 
been outstanding at that date.

To the Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital: 


The statistics for the year just closed show that the activities of the 
hospital have varied but little from those of previous years. 


As the present accommodations do not allow for growth and ex- 
pansion, efforts have been concentrated on the quality of service rendered. 
Though patients, without complaint, have adjusted to the over-crowded 
situation, these conditions, needless to say, do not insure them the 
best treatment. 


The requests for private and semi-private rooms continued to in- 
crease, but could not always be met at once. 


The necessary renovating and repairing has been consistently carried 
on in all buildings. 


The hospital has been the recipient of many gifts during the year. 
The Ladies’ Aid Association, in addition to its contributions of books 
and magazines, has maintained the furniture and equipment in the 
“Ladies’ Aid Room” and assisted materially by doing a great deal of 
sewing. 

Maintenance of the much appreciated Radio in the Nurses’ Home 
has been generously continued by the Donors and proves a constant source 
of recreation and stimulation to the nurses. Appreciation is here ex- 
pressed to these and the many other friends who have manifested their 
interest in the institution.

The most outstanding feature to record in connection with the 
training school is that it was one of the many schools of nursing in the 
country to be asked to participate in the nation-wide survey conducted 
by the committee on the grading of schools of nursing. 


Applications in excess of the number of students who could be 
received into the school continues to make increasingly careful selection 
possible. Seven of the eleven students who entered during the year 
completed the four months’ preliminary course and were accepted into 
the school. Ten students had the six months’ affiliation in Pediatrics, 
Gynecology, and Medical Nursing at Boston City Hospital. Three 
students were graduated. 


A student nurse has assisted with the Well Baby Clinic held under 
the auspices of the Natick Department of Health, one afternoon each 
week throughout the year. 


In closing the report, grateful acknowledgment is made to the 
trustees for their counsel and support; to the medical and surgical 
staff for their care of the nurses and employees when ill, and for their 
assistance with the teaching program.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the year 1929. 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as ordered 
by the Department of Conservation, Division of Animal Industry, was 
made during the months of January and February. A certificate of health, 
as provided, was given to the owner or persons in charge, when animals 
were found healthy. Animals showing symptoms of a contagious disease 
were quarantined and reported to the Division of Animal Industry. 


Seventy-three premises were visited, 1439 animals were examined, 540 
cows, 61 heifers, 17 bulls, 777 swine, 35 sheep and 9 goats. With few 
exceptions the animals were in good condition and the stables were clean. 
During the year a number of horses and cows were shipped in from out 
of State, which were examined and released from quarantine. Additional 
inspections were made by me on stables where cattle are under State and 
Federal Supervision for the eradication of Tuberculosis, on order from 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


During the year 55 dogs were examined on complaints, 31 of which had 
bitten one or more persons, were quarantined, and with the exceptions 
of two which died of Rabies, were reexamined at a later date and re- 
leased on order of the Division of Animal Industry.

EAST NATICK SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
REPORT 


weecour Committee, appointed in accordance with the vote of the ad- 
journed town meeting of 1929, under Article 52-53 of the warrant, re- 
spectfully submits its final report. 


The new addition to the East Natick School has now been completed 
and furnished. The architect, Ralph Harrington Doane, 60 Batterymarch 
Street, Boston, whose services have been most acceptable to the Commit- 
tee, shares with the Committee, the credit for creating his educational 
plant, and carrying the undertaking to a successful conclusion without 
exceeding the appropriation. 


The General Contractor for this school building is Ernest T. Wilson 
of Natick. His work has been most satisfactory to the Committee and 
the architect, who feel that the quality of construction in this school 
addition is far above the average. 


The existing building is a one-story structure and the addition is also 
a one-story building. The exterior is of a selected tapestry brick to match 
that used in the original building. The Committee have been able to pur- 
chase not only the four rooms called for under the terms of the appro- 
priation, but, in addition, a large playroom. 

The principal characteristic of the addition is that all educational, 
indoor play, and toilet space is entirely above ground, with excellent light 
and ventilation. 


The interior finish of the building is of high character and good 
quality. The floors of classrooms and corridors are covered with lino- 
leum. The floors of play space are covered with tiletex. All new stair 
treads are slate. The ceilings are wire lathed. Each classroom contains 
a maximum amount of blackboard, a Chicago type wardrobe, a bookcase 
and a teacher’s closet. The interior is painted in attractive color scheme 
throughout. In addition to all this new construction, the Committee have 
made their funds cover important improvements for the old building. 
The present toilets in the basement have been abandoned and new toilets 
provided above ground for both the old and the new building. These 
toilets contain tile floors, porcelain urinals, enameled metal water closet 
stalls, and other fixtures of the most substantial quality. Furthermore, 
a new vacuum heating system is installed in the old building which will 
link up with the new work. Each new and old room is equipped with a 
unit heater providing warm fresh air, introduced into the room at a 
velocity driven by an electric fan which can be regulated by the teacher 
to suit the needs of the individual room.

Executivé Subcommittee, Natick Advisory Committee. 
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Report of Special Committee on Investigation of 
Welfare Work and the Advisability of Creat- 
ing a Town Almoner. 


Natick, Massachusetts. January 31, 1930. 

At a special Town Meeting, held June, 1929, under Article No. 6, 
the undersigned were appointed as a Committee to investigate the ad- 
visability of creating the office of Town Almoner and the administra- 
tion of the welfare work of its Board of Public Welfare. 

Conferences have been held by the members of the Committee, 
independent of each other, with various authorities and officials repre- 
senting cities and towns which employ an Almoner and valuable in- 
formation has been received from the Public Welfare Department, State 
House, Boston, Massachusetts, upon this subject. 

After careful deliberation the Committee has come to the conclu- 
sion, that at the present time, it is for the best general interest of the 
Town of Natick not to create a separate and distinct office of Town 
Almoner. 

We feel that there are sufficient loyal, public spirited citizens of 
the Town of Natick, who are willing and capable and will serve on the 
Public Welfare Board, for comparatively no pecuniary reward for their 
services. 

Seemingly too little importance is given to the function and duties 
of the Board of Public Welfare, and the Committee wishes at this time 
to emphasize to the Citizens of the Town of Natick the value of the 
work of the Welfare Board and its vital relation to the general interests 
of the Town. 

“Investigation” and the “following-up” of cases is one of the vital 
parts of any kind of welfare work. 

We suggest that the Board of Public Welfare, consist of three or 
five members, to serve without compensation, to be elected by the public 
at large, and to be organized so that its work be completely centralized. 
This centralization will be accomplished thru said Board appointing a 
paid clerk, said clerk to have regular, stated office hours during each 
day, to conduct the work of investigation, following up of cases, and 
to receive complaints and requests for aid. The compensation, duties, 
and powers of the clerk will be governed and determined by the Board 
itself. 

The Board will conduct itself in the capacity of an advisory body, 
and meet at stated intervals or at such times as circumstances deem it 
necessary, to rule on cases which the clerk is unable to satisfactorily 
settle and to receive reports made by the clerk covering his entire work 
over stated periods. Inasmuch as the Town of Natick has never ac- 
cepted the Civil Service Laws with relation to the office of clerks, the 
clerk so appointed by said Board, would not be under Civil Service 
regulations. 

We feel that if the above suggestions, are, in substance, effected, 
the general welfare and financial interests of the Town will be greatly 
benefited.

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REPORT OF TOWN PLANNING BOARD FOR 
THE YEAR 1929 


To the Annual Town Meeting, Natick, Mass., March, 1930: 
The Planning Board respectfully presents the following report for 
the year 1929: 


The organization of the Board during the past year has been as 
follows:

The year 1929 has seen Natick take three most progressive steps 
toward improving the town as a place in which to live. 


The first was the vote of the annual town meeting to accept Sec- 
tion 73, Chapter 41, of the General Laws, making the Selectmen a Board 
of Survey. This step had been advocated by the Planning Board and 
will be a great help in town planning, especially in the layout of streets 
and in making such plans effective. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 41 no person can lawfully open a 
new street on private land without first submitting plans to the Select- 
men, who can make rules requiring such plans to show profiles of grades 
and proposed methods of drainage as well as locations. After public 
hearings the Board may revise or alter any proposed layout to make it 
agree with the general plan approved by the' Town; and no street can be 
lawfully laid out, constructed or opened to public travel except in ac- 
Seat with plans approved by the Board and filed with the Town 
Clerk. 


The Town has twice voted to request the Selectmen, before giving 
any public notices for hearings in regard to laying out or alteration of 
streets, or making or approving plans for the same, to send written 
notice to the Planning Board to furnish such information as it can 
relative thereto. This was inserted as a requirement in the article re- 
ferring to the Selectmen in the By-laws adopted by the Town in 1928; 
but the article was struck out by the Attorney General on the ground 
that it was not a proper function of the By-laws to prescribe duties for 
the Selectmen. However, the Selectmen, in consideration of these votes, 
or even without them, we are sure will be glad to continue co-operation 
with the Planning Board by sending such notices. 


Another provision of the law is that the Register of Deeds, after 
being notified by the Town Clerk of its acceptance by the Town, is for- 
bidden to record any plan of development not indorsed by the Select- 
men; and, if any person should open a street for public use without their 
approval, the Town is prohibited from placing any public sewer, drain, 
water pipe or light, or doing any construction or repair work on such 
a street. There is no doubt that if the Town had accepted this law 
some years earlier we should not now be troubled with so many streets 
that are too narrow, poorly graded, and not properly connected with main 
highways. 
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These provisions of the law will tend to prevent ill-considered devel- 
opments of vacant land, and wili benefit the seller of real estate as well 
as the Town; but a more important provision is that the Board, on its 
own initiative, may from time to time cause plans to be made of such 
undeveloped territory as it or the Planning Board may deem necessary, 
showing thereon the location of such highways as the interest of the 
public may or will require; and, after public hearings, may approve 
and file the plans with the Town Clerk. The Town may vote to ac- 
cept such a plan, and that the street locations shown thereon shall be 
reserved for future town roads; and the Board of Survey may cause the 


exterior lines thereof to be staked out or otherwise suitably marked on 
the land. . 


The one weak point in the application of this law has proved to 
be the difficulty in settling unreasonable claims for damages made by 
owners of land affected by the plan, before any actual taking of land 
is made. It is hoped that this difficulty will be removed by an amend- 
ment to the law which is to be proposed by the Federation of Planning 
Boards at the 1930 session of the Legislature. This amendment, designed 
to simplify procedure while fully protecting the rights of the landowner, 
deserves support, as necessary to protect any street plan adopted by a 
town or city to provide for its orderly future growth. 


The second progressive step taken this year by Natick toward 
making the town a more attractive and satisfactory place of residence 
is the revaluation of real estate at its present market value, as a fair 
basis for tax assessment; and the third is the putting into operation of 
the Building Code proposed by this Board at the March town meeting of 
1928 and adopted Oct. 30th of that year. It became legally effective 
by publication as approved by the Attorney General July 12, 1929, but to 
make it effective in practice required an appropriation for proper salary 
of an Inspector of Buildings and equipment of his office, which was made 
at the special town meeting Nov. 19th. Since then a competent Inspector 
and Deputy have been appointed and we may expect the Building Depart- 
ment to be in good working order at the beginning of 1930. 


The Planning Board, after the unanimous adoption by the voters of 
its original draft of the Code, continued to interest itself in following up 
its presentation to the Attorney General, and did considerable work in 
preparing the amendments adopted at the annual meeting of 1929, which 
resulted in securing his final approval. We also conferred with the 
Selectmen in regard to the appropriation required to establish the Build- 
ing Department, and assisted the Inspector of Buildings in its organiza- 
tion and in preparing the application blanks and other printed forms 
needed to carry out the provisions of the Code. 


In addition the Board has examined and reported to the Selectmen 
on seven proposed new street layouts. 


Further work this year has been hindered by the absence from town 
of one of our members and the serious illness of another for many 
months, which necessitates our asking for further time in which to 
prepare the zoning plan needed to accompany the Building Code, and 
to hold the necessary hearings on it in different sections of the town. 
This we are confident can be satisfactorily done during 1930. 
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Another urgent matter on which action should be taken at the ear- 
liest possible date in 1930 is the replacement of the old cement-lined 
sheet-iron water pipes remaining in Central Street, East and West, be- 
fore the State Board of Public Works constructs the fine three-lane 
cement highway from Lincoln Square to Wellesley and from Cemetery 
Street to Framingham, which we are promised in the spring. 


The State proposes also to make Worcester Street through Natick 
a four or six lane motor highway 120 feet wide in 1931, forming part 
of a through route from Boston to Worcester and beyond. This will 
be of great benefit to the town, not only in relieving our treasury of 
the expense of caring for this street, but in diverting through motor 
trafhe from Central Street. 1930 will be the proper time for a study 
and conference on the part of the Town with the State Highway Divi- 
sion as to what should be done about laying pipes in Worcester street 
before its improvement is finished, so that proper plans may be laid 
before the annual town meeting of 1931. 


The Planning Board would be glad to co-operate with the Board 
of Public Works in this matter. 


We would be glad also to co-operate with the Selectmen, the Com- 
mercial Club and any other organizations interested, in a concerted 
effort to restore the privilege of skating on Lake Cochituate, which has 
been taken away from our people this year for the first time and with- 
out apparent good reason.

REPORT OF PARK DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Natick: 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1929. 


We have erected a cement retaining wall and water shed, and graded 
off around the Bath House, which gives the Town a very serviceable 
and pleasant place for Summer Recreation. 


The large rafts which have been afloat over ten years must either 
be replaced or built over and we recommend in their places a pier to 
be built out from shore about seventy feet long capable of carrying div- 
ing boards, tower, chutes and seats as used by the State at nearly all 
its fresh water resorts. 


We are sorry to state that the first fatal accident from drowning 
at the Beach, while under guard, since the opening of the Pond for 
bathing purposes, happened this season, and as far as could be ascer- 
tained was sunavoidable. 


We met with a committee from So. Natick and secured and set up 
Play Ground Equipment and leveled the Ball Field at Humewell Play 
Grounds to the satisfaction of that Committee. 


We finished grading Coolidge Field as far as appropriation would 
allow and recommend the purchase of land at south east corner, owned 
by Lillis Heirs, to square out the Field so that there would be room 
enough to accommodate the Football and Base Ball independent of 
each other as no satisfactory results can be accomplished where the two 
games are played on the same field. 


We recommend the replacing of cross walks on the Common and the 
East Central St. front walk with cement, as many places are in a dan- 
gerous condition, and since the widening of So. Main St. the grade 
being changed to raise the outside walks much higher. 


We are also asking for a Permanent Christmas Tree to be placed 
on the Common instead of each year having to find a temporary one. 
We are in a position to furnish a Norway Spruce about twenty-five feet 
high in perfect shape and condition.

Under Article 46 of the Town Warrant for the year 1928 the fol- 
lowing article appeared: 


“To see if the Town will vote to widen South Main Street from 
East Central Street to E Street or any part thereto, 10 feet, assessed 
betterments thereon, appropriate money to pay for the same or otherwise 
act thereon.” 


When this article came before Town Meeting for consideration 
it was 


VOTED—“That consideration of this article be referred to the 
Selectmen, Town Counsel and Board of Public Works, they to look 
into the advisability of carrying out the provisions of this article, and 
jointly submit a report at the next annual Town Meeting.” 


Pursuant to this vote the Committee named has given this matter 
very careful consideration. South Main Street from Pond Street and 
extending south to E Street is a main artery of travel. It is twenty- 
seven feet wide from curb to curb, and is extremely dangerous for 
vehicular travel and pedestrians. 


It has been considered by many if a detour could be made from 
South Main Street over E and School Streets. going north it might re- 
lieve some of the congestion, but your Committee feels that such a 
detour would be inexpedient and unwise because of the dangerous 
corner at E and School Streets, and the narrowness of School Street. 


The Committee called together on two occasions the abuttors of 
South Main Street, and obtained their views on the question of this 
street. The preponderance of opinion was against widening South Main 
Street beyond Common Street extending South. The Committee has 
considered widening this street 13 feet in order to make a travelled way 
of 40 feet, allowing sidewalks of 8 feet. 


We find that the widening of South Main Street 10 or 13 feet 
would necessitate the moving of buildings, and in two or three instances 
the removal of a portion of buildings. The Committee decided that if 
the widening of South Main Street from Common Street to E Street 
was recommended that it would be necessary to take at least one-half of 
the corner lot owned by Hon. Henry C. Mulligan in order to make this 
intersection reasonably safe for travel. 
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_ From our conversation with abuttors we believe that damages result- 
ing from the proposed widening of 10 feet from Common Street to 
E Street will amount to between $25,000.00 and $30,000.00. 


_We find that in many instances abuttors would be unable to move 
their buildings back because of lack of sufficient land. 


We believe and recommend that South Main Street should be widened 
10 feet on the Easterly side from East Central Street to Common Street. 
It will practically mean taking the present sidewalk on the easterly side 
and making it a portion of the highway. This sidewalk is owned by 
the Town of Natick, and does not interfere or encroach on the grant 
made to our town for Common and Park purposes. 


The proposed cost of this work will be about the sum of Four 
Thousand One Hundred and Eighty-five Dollars ($4185.00). 


We believe that this widening of the highway will greatly benefit the 
merchants and tradesmen on the westerly side of said street, and that a 
fair and equitable betterment tax be assessed against the Owners of 
the land on the westerly side of South Main Street from East Central 
Street to Common Street, which will be the sum of $2092.50. 


We have found that almost every town in the Commonwealth has 
undertaken the question of street widening because of the tremendous 
amount of motor travel and for the safety and convenience of pedes- 
trians. 


We recommend that this widening project be begun this year.

Article 45 in the Town Warrant for the year 1928 reads as follows: 


“To see if the Town will vote to widen Washington Street from 
South Avenue to East Central Street, 10 feet, assess betterments thereon, 
appropriate money to pay for the same, or otherwise act on same.” 

And at the Annual Town Meeting it was: 


VOTED—“That consideration of this article be referred to the 
Selectmen, Town Counsel and the Board of Public Works, they to look 
into the advisability of carrying out the provisions of this article, and 
jointly submit a report at the next annual Town Meeting. 


Pursuant to this article invoked the Committee named held two 
public hearings at which time about every abutter on Washington Street 
was present or represented. The abutters with few exceptions felt that 
Washington Street should be widened not only for the safety of the 
public, but for the convenience and betterment of the merchants. 


Washington Street is 30 to 35 feet wide from South Avenue to East 
Central Street, and the Committee felt that a widening of 10 feet would 
not be sufficient if this street was to be a broad thoroughfare, and felt 
that it should be widened 22 feet, 11 feet on the East side, and 11 feet 
on the West side. 


The widening of this street 22 feet was further impressed upon the 
Committee by the abutters themselves who felt that if the project was 
undertaken the street should be widened to such an extent as would 
serve the town for the next 50 years. About every abutter offered his 
land for the widening of this street, and with the exception of a few 
abutters all felt that if they gave their land to the Town they should not 
be called upon to pay Betterment taxes. 


A careful survey of this proposed work satisfied the Committee that 
the cost would be $10,160.00, which will include a travelled way of 46 
feet, and sidewalks of 8 feet on east and west side. 


The Committee observed that the sidewalk on the westerly side of 
Washington Street was in very poor condition, and in some parts almost 
unsafe for travel. . 


The Committee believes that the widening of Washington Street be- 
tween the points mentioned should not be undertaken this year because of 
the cost, and the apparent unwillingness of a few abutters to co-operate 
with the Town. 
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We believe that the financial condition of the Town of Natick does 
not warrant the expenditure of this sum for construction, and the likeli- 
hood of claims being made for land damages if the Town should make 
a taking under the right of eminent domain. 


While the Committee does not favor the widening of this street 
this year it does believe that arrangements should be made between the 
Town and the abutters on the westerly side of Washington Street for 
the repair or construction of a new sidewalk.

OUT MIDDLE STREET FROM HIGHLAND STREET TO 
WORCESTER STREET 


At a special Town Meeting held October 30, 1928 under Articles 4 
and 5, the Board of Selectmen, the Town Counsel, the Planning Board, 
and the Committee on Roads and Bridges were asked to investigate and 
report on the advisability of laying out Middle Street from Highland 
Street to Worcester Street. 


Under the Betterment Act and pursuant to said vote this Committee 
has given the matter careful consideration. 


We have viewed the locus in question, talked with many of the 
abutters and have held two hearings at which all abutters were invited 
te attend that we might obtain their views on the proposed layout. 


Middle Street now extends from Harvard Street to Highland Street, 
and from that point to Worcester Street the proposed highway of 50 feet 
in width would extend over the Boston and Worcester Street Railway 
location. 
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The layout of this street 50 feet in width would necessitate taking 
from Robert T. McGorum 6400 square feet; from E. Anderson, 2700 
square feet; from Vickerson & Dyer, 9500 square feet; from Carleton 
Warren, 3200 square feet, and from Henry S. Hunnewell, 1650 square 
Sh The estimated cost of construction is $34,437.50 to build 50 feet 
width. 


A few of the abutters favor this widening project, but the majority 
show no interest in the proposed layout, and did not attend our meetings. 
Other abutters objected to the paying of betterment taxes. 


The Committee believes that if the Town finances warranted the 
construction of this road it might be deemed advisable but it feels at this 
time that the cost of construction and probable land damage claims would 
not warrant the doing of this work this year. 


The Committee believes that at some future date the extension of 
Middle Street to Worcester Street would probably open up developments 
and new construction. 


‘ 


The Boston & Worcester Street Railway Company is now owned by 
the Boston, Worcester & New York Railway Company, and this Com- 
pany stands ready to deed to the Town of Natick the strip of land 
between Highland Street and Worcester Street provided that when the 
street is constructed it shall be given a bus line license over such 
highway. 


In this connection we find that Article 21 of the original Boston & 
Worcester Street Railway franchise, dated January 1, 1904 reads as 
follows: 


“Said Company shall, for the purpose of laying its track as located 
herein over and upon private lands from Bacon Street to Middle Street, 
purchase of the Owners thereof a strip of land not less than 40 feet in 
width, and shall hold the same; and if said Town shall at any time 
hereafter lay out a public way over said land from Bacon Street ot 
Middle Street said Company shall waive all claim to land damages, and 
shall at its own expense relocate its tracks, if required by the Selectmen 
to conform to the grade of said way as the same be established by the 
Town.” 


In all the hearings held on the layout of Middle Street we found 
little interest taken in the project by the abutters and general public. 


Some residents of Walnut Street objected to the layout because it 
would deprive them of the bus service which they felt was a great con- 
venience. 


It was also pointed out to the Committee that many residents of East 
Natick motoring to Natick travel over Jennings Pond Road, through 
Oak Street and over Bacon Street, thence to town, and many of these 
residents felt that this was a more logical and shorter way to reach 
Natick from the Wellesley Park section. 


In view of the cost of this construction and the fact that the pro- 
jected layout may well be further considered it is recommended by your 
Committee that Middle Street from Highland Street to Worcester 
Street be not laid out as a public Highway this year, and that no steps 
be taken to procure land for this purpose by right of eminent domain ;
